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COMMUNITY AND TO ITS MEMBERS OF SOURCE AND SPECIAL

ESPECIALLY DESIGNED OR PREPARED FOR THE PROCESSING, USE 
OR PRODUCTION OF SPECIAL FISSIONABLE MATERIAL, UNDER

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ON THE NON-PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS (NPT), 

ARTICLE I OF WHICH, AS WE KNOW, PROVIDES INTER ALTA 
THAT NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATES PARTY TO THE TREATY MUST 
"NOT IN ANY WAY... ASSIST, ENCOURAGE OR INDUCE ANY NON- 
NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATE TO MANUFACTURE OR OTHERWISE ACQUIRE 
NUCLEAR WEAPONS OR OTHER NUCLEAR EXPLOSIVE DEVICES".
